NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 

1940.41. 

In accordance with Section 38 of the Delhi University 
Act this Annual Report of the University, prepared under the 
direction of the lixecutive Council, is submitted to the Court 
for consideration. The period covered by the Report extends 
roughly from October 1940 to September 1941. 

The first term of office of the Hon’ble Sir Maurice Gwyer, 
, as Vice-Cliancellor of the University was due 

1 crsonnel 

to expire on the 16th December 1940. His 
name was again luianimoiisly recommended by the Executive 
Council to His Excellency the Chancellor for re-appointment 
as Vice-Chancellor for a further term and he was in due course 
appointed by His Excellency the Chancellor for a period of 
two years with effect from 17th December 1940. 

The teim of office of Rai Bahadur S, N. Mukarji as 
Honorary Treasurer of the University expired on the 3rd March 
1941. Sir P. Raghavendra Ran, Additional Secretary, Finance 
Department, Ciovernment of India, was, on the recommendation 
of the Executive Council of the University, appointed by His 
PLxcellency the Chancellor as Honorary Treasurer for a term of 
two years with effect from 4th March 1941, The Executive 
Council of tlie University have placed on record their apprecia- 
tion of the valuable services rendered by Rai Bahadur 
S. N. Mukarji as Honorary Treasurer during a period of six 
years. 


Mr. S, Sen, Principal of Commercial College was re- 
appointed by the Executive Council as Proctor for a further 
period of one year with effect from 1st April 1941. 
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Mr. C. Eyre Walker resigned his Principalship of the 
Anglo-Arabic College and Mr. A. L. Farooki was appointed in 
his place. 

The University suffered a serious loss due to the sudden 
and untimely death of the Hon’ble Sir Shah Sulaiman, a distin- 
guished member of the Executive Council of the University, 
The Executive Council of the University have placed on record 
their sense of deep sorrow at the loss of a wise counsellor and 
active participator in University affairs. 

The Honorary Treasurer, Sir P. Raghavendra Rau, went 
on leave in June 1941 and during his temporary absence, on the 
recommendation of the Executive Council, His Excellency the 
Chancellor directed the Registrar to perform the duties of the 
Treasurer. 


Number of 
students. 


The number of students in the University has been 
steadily increasing every year. The total 
number of students on the rolls on 1st 
November 1940 was 3,151 as against 2,837 in 
November 1939 and 2,609 in November 1938. The increase 
has been mainly in the Intermediate and B.A. classes, the 
Intermediate classes showing the largest increase viz, 202, The

Reference was made in the previous report to the adoption 
by the University of the principle of a Three- 
Three^Year^Degree Year Degree Course and to the acceptance of 
that principle by the Government of India. 
The University was subsequently directed by the Government of 







India to consider in detail the steps necessary for giving effect to 
the Three-Year Degree Course scheme, including amendment of 
the Statutes, Ordinances and Regulations of the University. The 
Executive Council asked the Academic Council to make recom- 
mendations with regard to courses of study under the new 
scheme, with the direction that the recommendations be made by 
the 31st March, 1941. The Academic Council discussed the 
matter at length. It was found that the scheme involved be- 
sides revised courses of study, several important questions, such 
as (1) qualifications for admission to the University, (2) transit- 
ory provisions for the continuance, for a limited period, of the 
present courses of study and examinations, (3) organisation of 
teaching, etc. The Academic Council, therefore, appointed a 
Committee consisting of the undermentioned members for the 
following purposes ; — 

(1) to consider the Government of India’s letter No. 
F. 59-6/40-E dated the 6th March, 1940 regarding the proposed 
Three-Year Degree course; 

(2) to make recommendations, not later than 15th March 
1941, with regard to the changes which will be necessary in the 
Statutes, Ordinances and Regulations of the University to give 
effect to the scheme, including such details as 

(i) conditions of admission to the University ; 

(ii) revised courses of study ; 

(iiij examinations ; 

(iv) transitory provisions, e.g. concurrent courses — (old 
and new) and concurrent examinations ; 

(v) organization of teaching and recognition of teachers; 

(vi) and matters incidental to or connected with the 
above.

Suggestions were invited by the Committee from Principals 
of Colleges and teachers of the University, 

Although the Committee worked steadily for two months 
in the spring of 1941 they w'ere not able to complete their 
work by the date fixed by the Executive Council. The Committee 
submitted, how'ever, an Interim Report to the Academic Council 
in June 1941,* covering, in summary form, the w'ork done by 
that date. An extract from the Interim Report is given below : 

The Committee has caiefully considcied son e of the 
preliminary problems and spent considerable time m preparing 
schedules of subjects for study for most of the Uiiiveisity exa- 
minations. The topics dealt with by the Committee so far may 
be indicated m general terms as follows :* — 

(1) Admission of students to th.e Three-Vear Degree couti-e. 

(2) The maintenance of a preparatory class b\ the colleges 
during the transition period, pending the institution by the Board 
of Secondary Education, Delhi, of a higher examination which may 
be recognised by the University as a qualifying test for admission 
to the degree course. 

(3) New courses of study for the following 

(а) Preparatory Course (temporary). 

(б) A three-year B. A. Pass Course. 

A three-year B. Sc. Pass Course. 

(di A three-year B. A, Honours Course. 

•A subsequent Interim Report was considered by the Academic Council in 
February, 1942. The general scheme as outlined in the Report was 
approved and the Council decided that the Preparatory Course should 
come into operation at the beginning of the next academic year. 
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(e) A three-year B. Sc. Honours Course (the 
Committee had not yet reached final conclusions 
regarding the B. Sc. Honours Course). 

(4) Transitory provisions, e. g., concurrent courses (old 
and new) and concurrent examinations. 

It may be noted in connection with the paragraph marked 
(2) in the above extract that the scheme of re-organisation of 
Secondary Education in Delhi Province has for some consider- 
able time past, been engaging the attention of the Board of 
Secondary Education, Delhi and of the Government of India. 
The University has had an opportunity of discussing the 
interim report of the Board of Secondary Education on this 
question. It is lioped that when this scheme of reorganisation 
becomes operative the standard of the final High School exa- 
mination will be sufficiently high to enable successful candidates 
to obtain direct admission to the Three-Year Degree Course. 


At the instance of the Government of India and in order 
to help Indian students who have, owing to the 
Ordinances returned from England without completing 

their courses of study, the University has 
made two Ordinances to enable such students to complete their 
courses of study or examinations in this University. 


The question of revising the University terms and 
vacations had been the subject of discussion 
Va^tions^ past. The question was raised 

again, following upon the action of the Local 
Government fixing the long vacation for High Schools in May 
and June, so as to make it synchronise with the hottest part of 
the year. The University authorities finally decided to adopt 
the following scheme of terms and vacations, the revised scheme 
to be brought into force in 1942 : —

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In his Memorandum on the University of Delhi submitted 
to the Government of India in 1939, the Vice- 
^^UnWersity^^ Chancellor made some important proposals 
for the creation of an adequate number of 
Professorial Chairs and other teaching posts in the University. 
The proposals were accepted in principle by the Government 
of India who also decided to increase progressively the recurring 
grant of the University by approximately Rs. 25,000 a year 
rising to a maximum increased grant of one lakh in the fourth 
year, so as to enable the University to make a beginning with 
the scheme of new appointments. Acting on the suggestion 
of the Vice-Chancellor the Committee of Selection recom- 
mended that the existing Readership in Economics be converted 
into a Professorship and the recommendation was accepted by 
the Executive Council. It was also decided to appoint two 
more Assistant Lecturers in the Department of Physics in 
order to enable that Department to cope with the considerably 
increased work in the practical classes. 

The need for the development of Science in the University 
has been long felt. The institution of Honours teaching and 
Post-graduate Courses in Science in the near future as well as 
further strengthening of the teaching staff in the Faculty of 
Science is in contemplation 

The Professorship in the Faculty of Law which has been 
in existence since 1924 but to which no appointment has been 
made since 1926 has now been filled up. The University has 
been fortunate in securing the services of the Hon'ble Sir 
Srinivasa Varadachariar, Judge of the Federal Court, who has 
been pleased to accept the appointment of Honorary Professor 
of Law in the University, 

The bulk of the teaching in the P'aculty of Arts is still 
carried on by the teachers of Colleges. It was 

College Teachers. 

considered necessary to regulate the conditions 
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of service of these teachers in order to develop and improve the 
quality of teaching imparted in the Colleges. Clause 7 of Statute 
35 provides as follows : — 

The number of recognised teachers in a College, their 
qualifications, emoluments and the conditions of their service shall 
be such as may be determined by the Ordinances. 

A draft ordinance under this Statute was prepared in 1937 
but was not passed by the authorities of the University. The 
present Vice-Chancellor who was of opinion that the making of 
an ordinance for some at least of the purposes set out in Clause 7 
of Statute 35 should no longer be delayed, proposed, in 1941, 
a draft ordinance for the consideration of the Academic Council. 
This draft was considered by Committees appointed by the 
Academic Council and an ordinance setting out the conditions 
of service of College teachers was made by the Executive 
Council in June 1941. 


The Academic Council decided that each recognised Reader 
of the University should undertake to deliver a 
^Re^ers^ number of open lectures every year and that 
this should be made a condition precedent for 
his recognition. The Dean of the Faculty of Arts ha.-? been 
exploring the possibilities of organising a course of such open 
lectures. 


Provision exists in the Statutes of the University for the 
_ „ , . award of a Fellowship in Economics and 

Political Science of the value of Rs. 150 per 
month. Owing to financial stringency, however, the University 
had not been able to provide funds for the award of the Fellow- 
ship. During the year under review, the Finance Committee, 
when considering the question of providing such funds, express- 
ed the view that the value of the Fellowship seemed excessive 
and recommended that the value be reduced. The matter was 
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considered by a Committee appointed by the Academic Council 
and on their recommendation the value of the Fellowship was 
reduced to Rs. 100 p. m. It was further decided that 
Fellowships might be instituted in sucli other departments of 
study as possessed a University Professor. 

Hitherto candidates who failed to pass the B. A Honours 
examination had not been eligible to be enrolled 

Examinations. i j i ^ 

as Lx-students and were required to pursue the 
regular course of study in a college for another year before 
being admitted to the B.A. Honours examination again. The 
ordinance relating to the admission of Ex-students was amended 
so as to enable such candidates to be enrolled as Ex-students.

to take University examinations without 
pursuing a regular course of study is constantly 


on the increase. It was realised that the 


University authorities were not in a position to satisfy 
themselves that such applicants really fulfilled the conditions 
under which the University could grant exemption from a 
regular course of study : namely, (1) that they had privately 
pursued a regular course of study under proper guidance and 
(2) that they were unable to join a recognised college of the 


University. It was considered desirable that the University 
should have some means of satisfying itself about the 
adequacy of the reasons advanced for the grant of exemption 
from a regular course of study and also be able to exercise 
some supervision over the studies pursued by such non- 
collegiate women students. At the suggestion of the Vice- 
Chancellor, the Executive Council appointed a Committee 
consisting of the undermentioned persons to consider these

Work on the new Science Laboratories was in progress 

during the year. Construction of the northern 
Buildings. ° 

wing of the Physics Laboratory commenced in 
November 1940 and was completed by the end of March 1941. 
Water and gas were installed in the new wing and the electric 
installation was nearing completion. 


Plans and estimates for the Chemistry Laboratory were 
approved by the Building Committee in April, 1941. The 
building operations actually commenced in July 1941, and the 
work was progressing satisfactorily. 

The work of renovation of roofs of the western wing of 
the main building was undertaken in August 1941. The 
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replastering of the walls, replacements of doors and windows 
and other improvements were being carried out. 

The need for enlarging the library and improving 
its equipment had been urged frequently by the Library 
Committee in the past. The University was fortunate in get- 
ting a donation of Rs. 25,000 through the Vice-Chancellor, from 
an anonymous benefactor, to be used for the reorganising and 
replanning of the University Library. The Executive Council 
while gratefully accepting the gift, decided that the Vice- 
Chancellor be authorised to carry out, in consultation with the 
Librarian, certain improvements in the Library during the long 
vacation of 1941. These were 

U) The floor to be strengthened and levelled. 

(2) The old doors and windows to be replaced by new and 
better designed ones. 

(3) Various structural and decorative improvements including 
the decoration of the ceiling to be effected. 

(4) A Librarian’s room and a Periodicals room to be provided. 

(5) New and more suitable book-cases to be provided, and the 
Library to be re-arranged. 

The work however could not be commenced as expected during 
the vacation and began only in October 1941. 

In May 1940 the Executive Council had accepted 
the proposal of the Vice-Chancellor that 
^EndavT George, Architect, should be 

asked to conduct a survey of the whole of the 
University site and to make suggestions as to its future lay-out 
which he (the Vice-Chancellor) regarded as an essential prelimi- 
nary to University reorganisation. Mr. George, having made the 
survey, prepared two maps of the Delhi University Enclave, one 
of these showing some suggested new boundaries for the Enclave 
which had been arrived at as a result of prolonged negotiations 
between the Vice-Chancellor, the Chief Commissioner, Delhi 
and other local officials. 
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The chief features of the new arrangements which the 
map represented were : — 

L A much wider area would be enclosed by the new boundaries 
of the Enclave, 

(They take in the Polo Grounds and several other plots of 
land on the western and eastern sides of the Najafgarh 
cut, and also plots of land adjacent to the Rajpur 
Quarters and between the Mall and the Cavalry 
Lines.) 

2. A protective belt was agreed upon to the south of the 
University Enclave. 

(Although the protective hell is not included in the 
University Area proper, the Delhi Improvement Trust 
has agreed not to lay out or build on the land comprised 
in the belt save in consultation with the University.) 

The second map shows certain suggestions for the general 
lay-out of the University Enclave and was prepared by Mr. George 
in consultation with the Vice-Chancellor. These include the 
position of various sites for different purposes, e.g., University 
and College buildings, residences, playing-fields, etc. 

It is regretted that some plots of land originally ear-marked 
for the Colleges have been occupied by the Defence Department 
for military purposes. Within the extended boundarieSj how- 
ever, it will be possible to appropriate new sites for all the 
Colleges, as and when they move up to the University area. It 
is hoped that the plots now in possession of the Defence 
Department will be made available to the University after the 
conclusion of the War, so that they can be used for the pur- 
poses suggested in the lay-out map, e.g., as playing-fields, etc. 

A few years ago a strip of land forming the southern 
boundary between the University and St. 

New Avenue 

Stephen’s College was, at the request of the 
latter body, transferred to that College. With the growth of new 
University buildings, and the planning of the lay-out, it seemed 
advisable to have a new road and an avenue along the boundary 
between St. Stephen's College and the University, and it was 
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thought that that would add greatly to the convenience and the 
amenities of the new Science buildings. The Vice-Chancellor 
therefore requested the authorities of St. Stephen’s College to 
give back that strip of land in exchange for another plot of the 
same superficial area on the western side of the College site. 
The authorities of St. Stephen’s College having agreed to the 
suggestion of the Vice-Chancellor, the Executive Council ap- 
proved of the proposal for the readjustment of the boundary 
between the University and St. Stephen’s College on the lines 
noted above. The Architect was thereupon asked to design the 
lay-out for the new road. It was also decided that arrange- 
ments should be made for the planting of trees on either side of 
the road. This work is now in progress. 

The new buildings of the St. Stephen’s College on the 

University area were completed and ready for 
Colleges. . ^ ^ 

occupation by the College in October 1941. 

The Board of Residence, Health and Discipline were asked to 

inspect the buildings with a view to ascertain the accommodation 

available for teaching purposes and for resident and non-resident 

students. 

The Hindu College took possession of the site allotted 
to it in the University area and started Work on the construction 
of the college hostel there. Some of the existing bungalows are 
being used for the residence of the teachers of the college and 
the others for the accommodation of the resident students. 

Negotiations were in progress with other colleges for 
their removal to the University area. 

The Anglo-Arabic College applied for permission to teach 
Arabic and Persian up to the B. A. Honours and M. A. standard. 
On the recommendation of the Academic Council, the Executive 
Council decided to give the necessary permission, and an 
amendment to Statute 18 was made to give effect to this proposaL 
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Rai Bahadur N. K. Sen, M. A., Head of the Department 
of Philosophy was re-elected Dean of the 
Faculty for a further term of three years from 
November 1940. 


The teaching work in the Faculty was carried on as usual 
by the colleges. In the Department of Philosophy, however, 
Rai Bahadur N* K. Sen, continued to supplement the college 
work with lectures in Modern Metaphysics and Psychology.

In February, 1941 Dr, D. S. Kothari, Head of the Physics 
Department was elected Dean of the Faculty 
^SclenL.^^ for a period of three years. The Faculty placed 
on record its appreciation of the services rend- 
ered by Dr.Laroia, the retiring Dean of the Faculty. 

The University as part of their scheme for the develop- 
ment of teaching in the Science Faculty provided the Physics 
Department with a wing on the Northern side and commenced 
the construction of a basement for the Physics Laboratory and 
the building for the Department of Chemistry. It is intended 
to start Honours and Postgraduate classes in Science subjects 
when the buildings are completed next year. 
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A reference was made in last year’s report to the 
difficulty of conducting satisfactorily the practical classes 
in Physics containing about 200 students with a staff 
consisting of only one Reader and one Assistant Lecturer, 
The University has already taken steps to strengthen the Physics 
staff by instituting two additional Assistant Lecturerships in 
Physics. The posts have been advertised, and, it is hoped, will 
be filled up very soon. 

The number of students in the B.Sc. Physics class was 
193, 106 in the III Year class and 87 in the IV year class. 

Dr. B. D. Laroia, Head of the the Department of Chemis- 
try was nominated by the Government of India, in November 
1940 a member of the Salts Research Committee of the Board 
of Scientific and Industrial Research in India. He was elected 
Secretary to the same Committee at their first meeting held on 
3rd February 1941 at Bombay. 

A party of B.Sc Chemistry students under the supervi- 
sion of the Head of the Department of Chemistry made an 
extensive tour of a number of factories during the Christmas holi- 
days in 1940. The places visited included cement works, a 
sugar factory, paper mills, an electrolytic caustic soda plant, 
the bleaching powder factory at Dalmianagar, glass works at 
Naini, plants for the extraction, refining and hydrogeneration 
of oils and manufacture of soap and ‘drying’ oils at Bombay. 

Besides these factories, the party visited places of academic 
interest such as the i\gricultural Institutes at Naini, 
the Harcourt Butler Institute, Cawnpore, Benares Hindu Uni- 
versity Laboratories and the Ajanta Caves. The University 
contributed Rs. 250/- towards the expenses of the tour. 

At the request of the Director of Production, Drugs and 
Dressing, the University provided facilities in their Chemistry 
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Laboratories for an Assistant Chemist appointed by the Director- 
General Medical Services engaged on the war supplies work. 

During the year under report there were 
71 students in the Faculty. 


Lecture work continued to be done by the three permanent 
teachers, supplemented by the work of four Honorary Readers. 
Moot Courts were conducted regularly by the permanent staff 
and led to lively discussions on interesting points of law. The 
Hon’ble Sir Srinivasa Varadachariar very kindly presided over 
one sitting. Tutorial work was carried on in groups by the 
three permanent teachers in the Faculty 

Arrangements were made by the Faculty for a series of 
public lectures by the Hon’ble Sir Srinivasa Varadachariar, 
Kt., on the Law of Property during January and February, 1941. 
These were greatly appreciated by students and others. 

The Law Union Society held its Annual Prize Debates in 
English and Hindustani in January 1941, and the trophies were 
won by Rati Ram Ruia College of Bombay and Jamia Millia 
Islamia of Delhi respectively. The Society also arranged several 
other lectures and debates. 


Mr. Rang Beharilal was elected Dean of the Faculty in 
May 1941. The Faculty resolved unanimously to place on 
record its appreciation of the services rendered to it by 
Rai Bahadur Dr. Ram Kishore as Dean and as Reader in 
Law. The University conferred a Doctorate on him at the last 
Convocation. 


The Board of Residence, Health and Discipline carried 
out their annual inspection of the colleges, and 
the teaching departments of the University on 
the 10th and 16th January 1941. The ins- 
pection was conducted by only four members, the Proctor, 
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Mirza Muhammad Said, the Chief Medical Officer (Lt. Col. 
M. M. Criiickshank) and Dr. N. C. Joshie. All the colleges 
(except St. Stephen’s) were once again inspected by the 
Proctor and the Chief Medical Officer on the 18th, 20th and 21st 
February 1941. The Report of the Board was communicated 
to the colleges concerned for their information and for such 
observations as they might desire to make. The observations 
and replies were considered by the Proctor who submitted his 
final remarks to the Executive Council, which directed that the 
remarks be forwarded to the Principals of colleges for necessary 
action. 

In the course of their Report, the Board of Residence, 
Health and Discipline made the following general remarks : — 

Year after year this Board has been pointing out the 
unhealthy congestion that exists in most of the colleges. Inspile 
of some efforts made by two of the colleges (Hindu and 
Commercial) to enlarge their class-room accommodation, the 
congestion has not been removed. What is required is not only 
ampler class-room accommodation but also adequately larger 
Reading Room, Library, Common Room, and Professors* Room. 

The Board cannot understand why a college which wants 
to admit a certain number of students should not realise its 
responsibility m the matter of providing adequate facilities for the 
growth of healthy academic life to its students; and the most 
essential of such facilities is ample accommodation for the pursuit 
of the various activities of a college. It is rather unfortunate 
that the University has not yet laid down the maximum number 
of students which a college class might have. Nor has it laid 
down the minimum floor area which is to be allotted to each 
student in a class-room. At present in one college there are more 
than 100 students in a class and the floor space available is about 
5 to 6 sq. feet per student. The Board understands that for 
schools 12 sq. feet is the statutory minimum. Moreover many 
class-rooms are ill-lighted and ill-ventilated. In most of the 
colleges there is no Reading Room where even a small percentage 
of their students can sit and profitably spend their off- periods or 
use the Reading Room outside class hours. In most colleges 
there is no such thing as a Common Room. The Professors’ 
Rooms, in most colleges, are too small in size and not properly 
equipped. Many Laboratories are lacking in proper equipments 
and look untidy. 
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These remarks led the Vice-Chancellor to move the follow- 
ing resolution in the Academic Council in April 1941 : — 

That no class or lecture in any College shall comprise more 
than 75 students, and no class or lecture shall be held or given in 
any room in which a floor space of less than 12 square feet is 
available for each student present thereat 

The Vice-Chancellor urged that the figure of 12 sq. ft. per 
student which was strongly recommended by the Chief Medical 
Officer, Delhi, should be adopted. The Academic Council 
resolved to accept the principle of the resolution and referred 
the matter again to the Board of Residence, Health and Disci- 
pline, asking that body to discuss the same with the authorities 
of the colleges and report to the Executive Council by the 
end of October 1941. 

The Proctor has now prepared, in consultation with the 
Chief Medical Officer, Delhi, a comprehensive Health-Scheme 
including medical inspection of University students, which 
awaits consideration by the Executive Council. 

Although the University is designed as a teaching and 
residential University, the number of students 

Residence. 

in residence in Colleges is very small. During 
the year under report, there were only 453 students residing 
in college hostels as against the total number of 2,931 students. 
It is noticeable that Hindu College which had 1,176 students on 
its rolls had only 77 resident students. Ramjas College had 
the largest percentage of resident students, that is, 148 resident 
students out of a total of 335.

The actuals exceeded the revised 
estimates by Rs. 362 only, The actual expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 2,21,006 which includes a capital expenditure of Rs. 36,408 
on buildings. 

The non-recurring grant of Rs. 2,00,000 received from 
the Government of India during the year 1940-41 was utilised

Total Rs, 2,00,000 
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As decided by the Executive Council, separate bank ac- 
counts were opened for each of the specific purposes for 
which grants had been allocated. 

During the current financial year (1941-42) the University 
will receive from the Government Rs. 1,50,000 only as non- 
recurring grant of which Rs. 1,00,000 will be absorbed in 
the completion of the Chemistry Laboratory. The balance will 
be available for distribution to Colleges desirous of moving to the 
new site. The distribution will, however, depend on the 
conditions, imposed by the Government of India, particularly 
the ability of the colleges to find an equivalent amount from 
their own resources for building purposes. 


The number of women students in the University increased 
from 295 in the previous year to 340 in the year 
ed^uc^t^in under report. The Indraprastha Girls’ College, 
which is the only college for women in Delhi 
had an increase of 45 students on its rolls. The number of 
women students in men’s colleges was 66, comprising mostly 
students studying science subjects and the B.A Honours and 
M.A. Courses.

THE UNIVERSITY TRAINING CORPS. 

Captain K. Brash, Adjutant, 9th (Delhi) Bn. University 
Training Corps has reported as follows : — 

This report covers the period 17th December 1940 to 7th 
October 1941. 

Changes in Staff. Since the last report, several changes in 
the Staff have taken place. Major C. S. Cay has gone, and 
his relief, Captain W. A. Wright, after a brief stay, has gone to 
Ranchi. His relief Captain K. Brash is still with the Unit 

R. S. M., G. A. Hall, who relieved R. S. M., H. J. Horse- 
man has also after a brief stay left the Unit, and has been 
relieved by R. S. M., R. Goldsworthy who is still wdth us. 

S. S. I., K. Watson has also left, and in his place S. S. I, 

T. W. Marriott has been posted, the latter, with S. S. L, P. J. 
Ingram completing our present Staff. 

Batialion strength. — The Battalion strength on 1st Jan- 
uary, 1941 was as follows : —

In the case of Cadets the above number gradually 
decreased until at the present date it is 134. This is mainly 
due to students not re-joining Colleges after examinations. 

It is expected that the next recruitment will raise the 
actual numbers well over the authorised strength of 233 plus 50% 

Training. — In addition to the ordinary training carried 
out within the Battalion, lectures by Regular Unit Officers, and 
demonstrations by Regular Unit Other Ranks were arranged at 
various intervals. 
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These proved immensely popular, and beneficial to the 
Officers and men, and it is intended that these higher subjects 
of training will be continued in future. 

2nd Lieuts I^. S. Kastogi and Sita Ram Sharma carried 
out two months training each, with Regular Units during the 
year, towards training to be carried out within their proba- 
tionery period, for confirmation in their rank. 

Animal Camp — In the last report, mention was made that 
many rumours had gone round in the past that the Annual 
Camp would be held further afield than Kingsway. The rumour 
proved a fact this year, and it was held at Badarpur from 23rd 
September to 7th October, near the 12th milestone from Delhi 
on the Muttra Road. 

Needless to say, new ground had to be broken in so far as 
administration was concerned, but the Staff, being veterans at 
this ‘game’, overcame all difficulties, many of which latter would 
of course not be experienced in normal times. 

The attendance in camp for the full period of 15 days was 
as follows ; —

The above figure of 116 is 60 below the strength of the 
Unit on the first day of Camp. This figure of absentees re- 
presents a large percentage of the total strength of the Unit. 
One reason put forward was that the dates of the Camp period 
is unsuitable to every member, and makes it practically impos- 
sible to obtain 100% attendance. 

It is understood that this matter has received the attentioit 
of the University Authorities, and when University terms are 
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arranged to commence later in the Autumn, there would appear 
to be a better chance to get a good attendance in Camp, and 
thereby afford an opportunity for all members to obtain very 
real collective training. 

The Roorkee Platoon of the 3rd (U. P.) Bn. U.T.C.,I.T.F. 
were again with us in Camp, some 47 strong, and all appeared 
to be very fit and immensely keen in all spheres of training 
carried out. 

The Commander, Delhi Area, (Brigadier J. I. Miiirhead, 
M. C. I. visited the Unit in Camp on Friday October 3rd, 

On this date the Ihi. carried out a Tactical Scheme “The 
Company in the Attack”. 

All members were by this time up to a good physical 
standard, and tlic scheme which necessitated covering some 2 — 3 
miles of open and enclosed country, was put through without 
any adverse comment from the Area Commander. 

On Sunday 5th October, Captain R. Hall, Staff Captain 
A. &. T. F., Eastern Command, visited the Camp, This officer 
went the round of Camp and was favourably impressed with all 
he saw. 

A full programme of sports was put through by the Bn. 
Sports Officer during the Camp. It is noteworthy that No. 4 
Platoon (Ramjas College) carried off first places in every event. 
This Platoon should really be congratulated on such a unique 
performance. 

The last evening in Camp saw a very good concert put 
over by various members of the Battalion, not a few of whom, — 
too many to mention individually, — showed their versatility in 
many ways.

Report on College work and activities for the year 1940-iU 
(October 1940 to September 7941,) 


ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 

1. Number of students and examination results. These 
will be found in the tabular statement appended to the report. 

2. Scholarships and Stipends, During the year 18 
students received the University scholarships. Other scholar- 
ships and stipends were provided for 82 deserving students who 
were too poor to meet all their expenses in College. 

3. Teaching, Several members of the European Staff left 
us or went on leave during the year as their services were requir- 
ed in connection with the War. We have been fortunate, how- 
ever, in securing suitable substitutes and the work of the College 
has continued satisfactorily under their guidance. 

Tutorial work in groups of 4 and 5 is being continued in 
English and certain other subjects. In the B. A. Honours and 
M. A. classes, this is done more extensively. An organised 
Preparation class for resident students of the Intermediate class- 
es was conducted as usual. 

4. Social and occasional lectures. As in previous years a 
number of addresses on moral and religious topics have been 
given in the College Hall in the period devoted to religion with 
occasional evening lectures on more general subjects. 

5. Sports,^ Gaines and other activities Sports and games 
are organised by a Committee for students with a member of 
the Staff as Chairman, the object of which is to train students in 
responsible administration and to promote playing of games as 
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widely as possible. A system of organised games for all Inter- 
mediate students at which attendance is compulsory for all at 
least once a week, is in force and is working satisfactorily. In 
the University Tournaments, we retained the Chancellor's Cup 
and w^on the following events : — 

Cricket, 

Tennis Singles, 

Tennis Doubles, and 
Football. 

Other College activities include: — 

(i) College Social Service League. The early part of the 
year saw the building of a “pucca” roof to the hut at Wa^ira- 
bad, after which medical relief work in the village was resumed. 
Late in the year, Literacy classes were started in the village and 
games were organised for the village children, 

Ui) The Religious Associations. The Students’ Christian 
Association, the Muslim Association and the Hindu Religious 
Association, under the leadership and guidance of members of 
the Staff, endeavour to supplement the religious teaching given 
in class and encourage an interest in religious thought and 
activity. 

(m) Literary and Debating Societies^ of wliich the chief 
are the following : — 

{a) The Criterion Club which organises debates and 
arranges lectures on subjects of national and 
general interest. 

ib) The Historical Society. 

(c) The Shakespeare Society. 

(d) The Urdu Dramatic Society. 

(e) The English Literature Society. 

6. Hostel and Hostel arrangements. There are three 
Hostels, each under the supervision of a resident member of the 
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Staff. The Superintendents live in the College Hostels and are 
in close contact with the students. The number of resident 
students has slightly varied with the movements of the Govern- 
ment of India and incidence of examinations. In October 1940 
it was 83; in February 1941 it was 80 and in June 1941, 
it was 70. 

7. For the health of resident students the Medical Officer 
continued to serve. His business is to assist the Hostel Supe- 
rintendents in all matters relating to the health of the hostellers 
and to attend all cases of illness. 

8. The U. T. C. Mr. W. V. Adiseshiah took charge of 
the College Platoon in October, 1940. The College Platoon won 
the Inter-Platoon Shooting Championship Shield at the Annual 
Rifle Meet. The Battalion Shooting Championship Cup was 
also won by the College Platoon. About 20 students attended 
the Annual Training Camp at Kingsway. 

9 . St. John Ambulance Association. During the year, a 
Division of the St. John Ambulance Brigade was fromed and 20 
persons qualified in First-Aid after undergoing training under 
Dr. S. A. Hashmi. The College Division was present at the 
inspection of the District Brigade by Sir C. Badenoch, The 
College Division has been registered now. 

10. Library and Laboratories. The College Library 
contains about 16,000 volumes. Part of this is housed in the 
main building of the College and is available as a lending Library 
for all students of the College and part in one of the large 
lecture rooms where books are kept in almirahs with open shelves 
so that students may be able to turn rapidly to any book which 
they require. It is open to all students in the Honours and 
M. A. classes. These have particularly appreciated the difficul- 
ties which it affords for quiet study and are making increasing 
use of it. 
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There is also a Reading Room furnished with newspapers 
and periodicals — this is managed by a Committee of students 
with a member of the Staff as President — and a small Interme- 
diate Library. 

The Laboratories are adequately equipped for the growing 
needs of the Intermediate-Science students. 

11. Contribution to War effort. Apart from members of 
the Staff who have left us to render War service, over 16 
students, past and present, have been selected for Emergency 
Commission in the Army, the Navy and the Air Force. 

12. Finances and Administration. The income and 
expenditure of the College for the year amounted to 
Rs. 1,44,096/8/1 and Rs. 1,35,346/-/10 respectively. The 
income from fees was Rs. 67,592/- and the contribution received 
from the Missionary Societies towards the support of the 
Missionary members of the Staff, Rs. 28, 754/7/-. The final 
authority for determining the policy of the College is in the 
hands of the Governing Body, while in detailed administration! 
the Principal is assisted in an Advisory capacity by a Managing 
Committee consisting of the Vice-Principal, the Bursar, and two 
elected members of the Staff with the Principal as Chairman. 
The Annnal Budget is approved by the Governing Body and the 
details of expenditure are administered by the Managing 
Committee. 

13. New College. The work of construction of the new 
College continued during the year in spite of the fact that prices 
were steadily going up.

RAMJAS COLLEGE. 

During the period under review (April, 1940 to March, 
1941 ) there was no change in the Teaching Staff except in the 
Department of Economics. Lt. Ramji Lai left the College, 
temporarily on leave, to join War service in the 12/6 Rajputana 
Rifles. He has since been filled by the temporary appointment 
of Mr. Basheshar Dayal Mathiir, M. A. (Delhi). 

In the last Annual Examinations of Delhi University 
Ramjas College achieved some notable distinctions. In the 
M. A. (English) Examination, the first two positions were 
secured by students of this College, — Mr. Sarup Singh Hooda 
standing First in Class I. In the Intermediate Examination in 
Arts, the first and third places were annexed by Ramjas students. 
Two University Scholarships out of a total of five went thus to 
Ramjas College. 

The two College Hostels, which are the biggest and 
perhaps most commodious in Delhi, have been improved very 
considerably. This improvement has been attested by the 
favourable report issued on the Annual Inspection by the Board 
of Residence, Health and Discipline. During the period under 
review, a block of 8 kitchens and a dining hall were constructed 
and equipped. Considerable improvements have also been 
effected in the equipments of the Common Room and the 
Reading Room in the Hostels. Other amenities also have been 
added. 
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The College, which owns large play grounds of its own, did 
creditably in last year’s University Tournament, winning the 
University trophy in Volley-ball and entering the finals in 
Hockey and Tug-of-War. Facilities are provided for regular 
playing of football, hockey, tennis, volley-ball and other games. 
The games are compulsory for the resident students of the First 
and Third Year classes ^and are run under the supervision of the 
Physical Instructor. 

Platoon No. 4 of the University Training Corps, constitu- 
ted entirely by students of Ramjas College, did exceedingly well 
in U T. C. Annual Sports. The Platoon Commander, 2nd 
Lt. S. R. Sharma, was granted Senior-Grade Commission during 
the year and won the Officers' Rifle and Revolver Cup at the 
Annual Rifle Meet. The Platoon won the trophy in Tug-of-War 
and secured several first positions in athletic events. 

The College Societies, viz., the College Parliament, the 
English Seminar, the Sanskrit Association and the Kedar Nath 
Scientific Society, functioned normally during the period and 
celebrated their anniversaries successfully. An extensive histori- 
cal tour was organized by Mr. R. S. Kapur of the History 
Department of the College during the X-mas Vacation. Special 
efforts were made during the period under review for the 
development of extra-curricular activities in the College.

{a) The College obtained from the Commercial 
Educational Trust the use of a very commodious building for 
the use of its resident-students as a Hostel. The building was 
further improved by the College and made more suitable for its 
requirements by spending a sum of above Rs. 6,000/-. 

{h) Ample provisions have been made for the health 
and recreation of students both resident and non-resident. 
There is an extensive play-ground in the Bela, equipped for 
Hockey, Football, Cricket, Tennis and Volley Ball. A trained 
Physical Instructor as well as a Games Coach has been employed 
to supervise and organise the various games and there is a 
Gymnasium also in charge of the Physical Instructor. 

Participation in some kind of physical exercise or games 
has been made compulsory for all students resident and non- 
resident for at least 3 days in the week. Two additional playing 
fields were hired outside the Delhi-Gate for Hockey, Football 
for 3 days in the week. 

A Boating and Swimming Club was re-started this year 
and two boats were purchased and students are encouraged to 
learn boating and swimming. 

For the first time this year, a Medical Inspection of all 
students was conducted by the College Medical Officer Dr, S, R. 
Chopra, M. B., B. S. This inspection revealed that a large 
percentage of students were not of sound health and many of 
them required medical treatment. Health reports ware forwarded 
to the guardians. A medical fee of Re. 1/- was charged for this. 

The College Medical Oflicer attends to the health of the 
resident students and visits the Hostel once a week. 

The College has a separate Platoon in the U. T. C. 
Mr, R. S. Rastogi, M. A,, Lecturer in History is in charge of 
this Platoon as a 2nd Lieutenant.There are one Company 
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Sergeant, 2 Corporals and 4 Lance Corporals among the 
members of the Corps from this College, 

(c) There were a few cases of minor breach of 
discipline which were suitably dealt with by the Principal.
